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CONSUMPTION OF PAPER IN PITTSBURGH. 

The manufacture of paper in the United 
States has grown within afew years to such 
an extent as to now rank as fourth in mag- 
nitude among the industries of the country. 
The vast increase in the number of newspapers 
and the magnitude of their editions—the in- 
creased market for book and periodical litera- 
ture—the wonderfully increased use for flat 
papers, brought about by the many additions 
to the railway and transportation companies, 
the manufacturers and merchants, with a 
growing business requiring blank books, labor- 
saving forms, and for purposes innumerable— 
together with the fact that paper has been 
adapted to many uses but recently thought 
of—has within fifteen years brought this in- 
dustry up from a comparatively insignificant 
trade, to one which promises to rival the 
strongest manufacturing interest in the 
country. 

Pittsburgh does not consume an amount of 
paper proportionate with her importance as a 
manufacturing city. She has no large manu- 
factories of printed products, for the supply of 
a far-reaching territory, like Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Washington, Buffalo, Cin- 
cinnati, &c. Her trade in this particular is 
almost exclusively local. Yet the value of the 
paper consumed here, as shown below, and 
the amount of capital invested in its produc- 
tion, will give some idea of the paper business 
in the West and a large proportion of the 
South, as many cities similarly situated rank 
with her in this particular. The mills from 
which she draws her supplies of news, wrap- 
ping, and sack paper, are those of the Pitts- 
burgh Paper Company, Steubenville, Ohio— 
news and book.

The aggregate capital invested in these mills 
and the stock required to run them, foots up 
at $700,000, and their annual sales amount to 
$850,000. Of these sales the product is all 
consumed, or goes into merchandise in Pitts- 
burgh, except to the amount of about $175,000 
in print which goes abroad; leaving paper to 
the amount of $675,000 for home use, about 
one-half of which is print, or newspaper. The 
finer grades of paper, comprising extra book, 
super sized and calendered, flat and colored, 
are not made at any of the mills named, and 
as there are but some seventeen printing 
machines used a portion of the time on news- 
paper work, while there are seventy-five 
presses in use on these finer grades, which 
are far more expensive, it is safe to conclude 
that the value of the latter consumed in Pitts- 
burgh is not less than that of the former, 
making a total, for all grades, of $1,600,000. 
This estimate is low, we are satisfied, and 
while it seems like an immense sum to expend 
for paper alone in a single city, it is not one- 
sixth part of what Philadelphia pays for the 
same product 

The largest consumer of paper in Pittsburgh 
is Dr. Hostetter, whose contract with the 
Pittsburgh Paper Company this year, for stock 
for ten millions of almanacs for 1873, which 
he is printing on ten Campbell cylinder presses, 
amounts to nearly $100,000. 

Below we give the proportions of stock used 
at the Steubenville Mills in one month, for 
the production of 147,000 pounds of paper: 
161,633 lbs. of rags, 26,185 Ibs. old newspapers, 
65,450 Ibs, straw, 24,542 lbs, soda ash, and 
14,000 Ibs. chloride of lime, making 219,810 
Ibs. of stock and materials, or one hundred per 
cent. more than the product,—American 
Manufacturer.

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA. 


The use of this substance, which commenced 
with the art of Daguerre, has since extended to 
a variety of uses, As an antichlor, it is introduced 
into paper pulp to decompose the last traces of 
bleaching powder, which, if allowed to remain, at- 
tacks the paper and renders it brittle and friable. 
So much of this salt is now used that one establish- 
ment alone in Lancashire makes three to four tons a 
week. This salt is made in two or three ways. 
Kopp’s method is to form it by a double decom- 
position with carbonate of soda and hyposulphite 
of lime. This substance can be readily obtained 
by oxidizing the soda waste and submitting it to 
the action of carbonate of soda, and evaporating 
resulting solution of hyposulphite of soda to the 
point of crystalization. It is also formed by first 
converting the sulphate of soda into the sulphide 
by heating with carbon, dissolving in water, and 
treating by acurrent of sulphurous acid until the 
reaction is acid, neutralizing with a little caustic 
soda and evaporating to crystallization. fome- 
times stacks of coke are used to bring the sul- 
phide of sodium and sulphurous acid in contact, 
the solution of sulphide trickling downwards and 
the sulphurous acid gas ascending.—J. Lawrence 
Smith, in Am.

The new Keith mill now building at Turner's 
Falls, will contain two machines, and be ready 
to begin operations in September. John Keith 
is the owner and manager, and the mill is ex- 
pected to be one of the best in the country. 
When fully completed it will contain four ma- 
chines,jthough half that number is all the pres- 
ent complement. Its capacity will be about 
five tons per day of writing paper. 


Messrs. Beech & Wood have bought W. §. 
Ritchie’s mill, and are now making bogus ma- 
nilla, They intend to enlarge next fall, and will 
put in a patent machine for making manilla 
from straw, by boiling and grinding straw simul- 
taneously under high pressure of steam. This 
mill] will contain twelve engines of 600 lbs. capa- 
city each, and two large machines, which will 
turn out from four to five tons of fine writing 
paper per day. The building will be five stories 
high, and of brick. The water supply is esti- 
mated to be equal to 1,200 horse-power, and is 
one of the finest in the State. The mill will 
be ready by January 1st.

While the paper mill of Messrs. Morris & 
Boice at Chatham, N. Y., was being repaired 
lately, the water was let off from the pond in 
order to make some repairs to the dam and re- 
move the gravel. When the water gate of the 
dam was closed to allow the pond to fill up, 
something gave out and allowed the beam at 
the dam to move from its regular position, 
causing a break at the bottom, so that it is 
feared a new dam will have to be built. 


In a late issue we gave a brief account of 
the burning of part of the Winnipiseogee Paper 
Mill at Franklin, N. H., on July 7th. The 
building burned stood alone and was used as an 
engine-room, bleach-house and rag-room. It was 
totally consumed at a loss of nearly $50,000, fully 
insured. The building near by, containing two 
valuable Fourdrinier machines, fortunately es- 
caped unhurt. The mill had been running night 
and day, and was full of orders, so that the loss 
owing to the delay due to the fire will be con- 
siderable. The owners, however, with com- 
mendable energy began at once to erect a new 
bleach-house on the site of the other at a great- 
ly advanced cost and with many improvements. 
They have also erected a temporary bleaching 
establishment in the open air, and though only 
able to run two-thirds of the work, they are 
turning out a large supply of paper, nearly 
four tons daily, we believe. The establishment 
employed some forty men and twenty-five wo- 
men, This is the second mill which has been 
burned on the same spot, the other having been 
destroyed in 1837. The supply of water is am- 
ple at Franklin, as the Winnipiseogee and Peme- 
gensett rivers meet here to form the Merri- 
mack.

The recently organized Bridgeport Paper Co. 
has a capital stock of $100,000, with the fol- 
lowing officers: President, 8. E. Dean; Vice- 
President and Treasurer, A. H. La Monte; 
Secretary, William K. Seeley. The company 
own a valuable water-power and dam, build- 
ings partially erected, boilers, engine, water- 
wheel, etc.; they also own the right to use val- 
uable machinery for reducing vegetable fibre 
to pulp; by this process the raw material is 
mashed while boiling under a high pressure of 
steam, thus saving one-half of the alkali or- 
dinarily used.

TERRIBLE FLOOD AT HOLYOKE. 


On the morning of August 8th, the wall of 
the Upper Level Canal, at Holyoke, gave way 
between the two head gates, at the new Massa- 
soit paper mill. 
the breach, carrying everything before it for 
a distance of 200 feet, and emptying itself into 
the second level of the canal. 

The spectacle revealed was one of wreck and 
ruin. About fifty feet of the heavy stone canal 
wall was demolished, and a hole fifty feet wide 
and from thirty to fifty feet deep was ploughed 
along the northerly side of the Massasoit mill 
to the other canal. The large underground 
tail constructed of brick, was torn to 
fragments, the pen-stock was broken down in 
the centre, and the walls of the mill were un- 
dermined for a considerable distance. Had it 
not been for the prompt closing of the gates 
at the dam the mill itself would have been 
swept away. The canals having been drawn 
off to meet the emergency, all of the mil's 
operations in the de- 


A raging flood poured through 


race, 


necessarily suspended 
partments requiring power, giving thousands 
The Water 
Power Company also promptly commenced to 
rebuild the coffer dam in the upper canal north 
of Dwight street, about thousand feet 
above the point where the break occurred, and 
when this work is accomplished and the bank 
of the lower canal is made secure, the water 
will be let on and the mills will resume opera- 
tions. The damage done by the flood is esti- 
mated to be about $20,000, which will probably 
be distributed among the several corporations 
whose sites are involved. 

The cause of the accident is uncertain. The 
Holyoke 7ranscript says the most lucid expla- 
nation we have heard is that the accid: nt is a 
retributive ‘‘ visitation ” for the common prac- 
tice of drawing off the canals and making re- 
pairs on Sunday, but why these particular cor- 
porations should be selected for an example was 
not disclosed. The Massasoit Paper Co., upon 
whom the loss falls the heaviest, by reason of 
the delay in the completion of their new mill 
occasioned by the destruction of its race-way and 
pen-stock, were nearly ready to commence op- 
erations, and were intending to start the 
wheels in a day or two. At the time of the 
accident the gates had not been opened and the 
pen-stocks were empty. 

The whole loss is variously estimated at from 
$20,000 to $25,000. The Massasoit mill, which 
was nearly ready to commence work, cannot be 
put in running order for several months, and 
the Hampton mill will be obliged to suspend 
for want of water, as it is located below the 
cofferdam. The ‘‘ Newton lot,” where the dis- 
aster occurred, is now owned by these two mill 
corporations and by the Warren Company and 
Jared Beebe of this city. The previous 
owners, D. H. and J. ©. Newton, purchased it 
of Mr. Bigelow, of Clinton, the carpet-man- 
ufacturer, who received his title from the first 
Holyoke Water Company. The premises there- 
fore were now in possession of the present 
Holyoke Water Company, and the works which 
broke away in the first place were not built 
by the Newtons. The streets of Holyoke pre- 
sented a lively scene, as 6,000 mill hands were 
out of employment, and thousands came from 
all quarters to view the scene of disaster. 

The Holyoke Transcript thinks the late acci- 
dent to the canal bank ‘at that place a blessing 
in disguise, as it may lead to greater care in 
future by providing safeguards against the 
necessity for a general suspension of manufac- 
tures, in the event of an accident to one mill, 
or a group of mills, on either of the three levels. 
Under the latter head, it has been suggested 
that a system of gates or coffer-dams, built at 
proper points in the several levels, would en- 
tirely obviate this drawback. Three hydraulic 
engineers have examined the locality and will 
make a report on the probable cause of the ac- 
cident.

‘ MEMBRATINE,.” 
PrIrrTsBuRGH, August 2, 1872. 


as ‘‘Membratine ” is 


The material known 
made from a paper manufactured expressly for 
this purpose, and therefore (although the re- 
sult produced is an article as different from pa 
per as black is from white) it will be of inter- 
est to our readers to know something of its 
manufacture, The paper used is made almost 
entirely of a low grade of rags, without size or 
clay; in fact, it might pass for a very cheap 
class of blotting paper. It is of a reddish col- 
or, and is run into rolls about 24 inches wide, 
It weighs about equal to 24x86—60 to 90 lbs. to 
the ream. 

A roll of paper is placed on an axle at one 
end of a very short and simply-arranged ma 
chine about four feet long. On the same level 
with the roll of paper is a wooden roller about 
six inches in diameter, and directly under and 
about 18 inches below this is another roller 
turning in a tub containing a chemical mixture, 
of which chloride of zine is one of the ingre 
dients. The paper is simply passed over these 
rollers through this bath of chemicals, and from 
thence to an iron cylinder about three feet in di- 
ameter, Arvund this it is rolled in its wet state, 
layer after layer, till it becomes of sufficient 
thickness, when it is cut across the face of the 
cylinder, and after being measured it is placed 
upon its edge in along tub containing water. 
In this it is left 24 hours and is then removed 
to the house-top, and in one day’s time the 
sheet of wet paper is transformed into ‘‘Mem- 
bratine.” The chemicals which the paper ab 
sorbs while passing over the machine are a! 
most entirely left in the water during its 24 
The the 


chemicals are drawn from it, the harder is the 


hours soaking. more thoroughly 


‘*Membratine.” ‘To call ®this article paper af- 
ter it is dried would be a misnomer. The sim 


ple operation through which it passes com- 


pletely changes its nature, and it is trans 
formed into another material, as iron is changed 
into stecl by tempering. The first impression 
upon seeing a piece of ‘‘ Membratine,” and be- 
ing told that it is made of paper, is that the re- 
sult is arrived at by immense hydraulic pres- 
sure, but it is simply laid out to dry, and the 
sun hardens it. The water in which it is soaked 
is afterwards boiled down and from 50 to 90 per 
cent. of the chemicals used are recoved, thus 
reducing the cost to very little above that of 
common paper.

that with the car wheel referred to in No, 3 of 
the JOURNAL, that being simply a body of 
compressed straw-board bound and covered 


with steelandiron. By a simple change in the 


manner of treatment, ‘‘Membratine” can be 
made p'iable,and on being properly painted and 
coated makes an almost indestructible oil- 
cloth and substitute for enameled leather.

METHOD FoR TestInG BLEACHING PowpER 
(Hypochlorite of Lime), BY Dr. GRAEGER,. 
The author prepares a very dilute and strongly 
acidified solution of protosulphate of iron, 
which is exactly titrated with one-tenth solu 
tion of permanganate of potash. Into this so- 
lution, kept in a bottle, the solution of bleaching 
powder is poured by the aid of a pipette, and 
the bottle having been stoppered, the mixture 
is shaken up, and afterwards the undecom- 
posed iron, salt estimated by the aid of perman 
ganate, 100 c.c. of that solution correspond to 
3,546 grammes chlorine, and to 0.8 grammes 
oxygen. To 1 gramme of bleaching powder,

THE FIRST PRINTED BOOK. 

It is a remarkable and most interesting fact 
that the very first use to which the discovery of 
printing was applied was the production of the 
Bible, This was accomplished at Mentz, 
between the years 1440 and 1445. Guttenberg 
was the inventor of the art, and Faust, a gold- 
smith, furnished the necessary funds. Had it 
been a single page, or an entire sheet, which 
was then produced, there might have been less 
occasion to have noticed it; but there was 
something in the whole charfcter of the affair, 
which, if not unprecedented, rendered it singu- 
lar in the usual current of human events. The 
Bible was in two folio volumes, which have 
been justly praised for the strength and beauty 
of the paper, the exactness of the register and 
the lustre of the ink. The work contained 
twelve hundred and eighty-two pages, 
being the first ever printed, of course involved

James 
Lenox, Esq., of New York City, has a copy in 
his library, which was purchased by Mr. David- 
gon at auction, in London, in 1848, for the sum 
of £500 sterling, equal to % $2,200 independent 
of freight or duties.
